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Le Three-quarters of the meat produced in Rumania is allotted to the USSR and 
the Soviet Army. It is reported that between 800 to 1,000 animals are 
slaughtered daily. There is a lack of sugar and rice in Bucharest. 


2, There are fever Soviet troops in Bucharest than before, as Well as less 
Rumanian Tudor Vladimirescu troops in Bucharest. Jlowever, there has been 
an increase in the mmber of Soviet troops in the Banat area on the Yugoslav 
border, Rumanian citizens are not permitted to visit Soviet military centers.
